On State of 


From many of the churches comes the report of “gracious revivals.” The: 
annual or periodical béatitudes seem to have wona place in.our spiritual ca 
ender, and recur as regular as do the seasons of reSpitefrom manual labo 
Is this a peculiarity of the christian religion in common with annual natur: 
plants, that have a season for growth and display and a season for concea 
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ment? Or is it even shorter than this, that seed-time, growth and harvest be- 
gin and end with the “gracious revival” of one or two weeks? Is this deemed 
best, as are the spasmodic, political efforts put forth before an election, and 
after that event each participant puts himself in an attitude of “convenience” 
with respect to religion, till the returning season? Your Saturday or. church 
meetings, the absence from prayer-meetings, the limited’ interest in Sabbath 
Schools, the disposition of the messengers of ‘the church to leave before the 
nsing of the Association, neglect of family prayer, show that religious obliga- 
tions are not regarded as imposed by the pleasure of the Lord, but by the 
pleasure of the individual according to the tolerance of convenience Unhap- 
pily this religion of convenienee is too prevalent. Its only virtue is that part 
ofa good is better than no part. It neither serves the claims of God or meets 
the needsofmen. Obligations to God are all embracing and cannot even 
feign the arrival of “the more convenient season.” The wish for which has 
delayed many souls in helpless condemnation. he matter of convenience or 
inconvenience should never be a question to the believer in the Lord, but du- 
ty stimulated. by faith, and inspired by love, “shed abroad in the heart, by the 
Holy Ghost” should actuate him in the trials of his calling as well as in’ the 
rejoicings of his hope in christianity is as an ever-flowing stream deepening 
and widening, therefore can the ‘more powerfully bear up increased burdens 
as the believer is carried on by this stream into the sea of eternity. We note, 
however, with pleasure, that while the “love of many has waxed cold,” the 
zeal of many is constant and more like a perennial than an annual plant. Many 
“are known not by their word only, but by their power” in increased contri- 
butions to the various missions, in helping the needy and in devoting the gen- 
eral life to gospel rule, to-wit: ‘* Whatsoever ye do, do to the glory of God.” 
The number of churches added this year is also a fact for encouragement. It 
is also worthy of mention that the Oak Hill Church. is the Jargest infant 
church of your Association and may her zeal provoke her older sisters to holier 
life. Many of her newly born members already conduct prayer meetings and 
their homes have become housesof prayer. We rejoice in the advancement that 
has been made and yet say “Go Forward.”

Foreign Missions. 

The number of Missionaries ander our Foreign Mission Board: ™ 
than last year. Many personsare ready and anxious to go, bu 
Board is compelled to kvep only as many laborers in the field ast 
is money in the treasury to pay out of “debt. But the contribu 
from our own State were increased during laet year, re aching 
$4,000 and being the largest amount ever given by us to Foreign 
sions in one year. - We have now in foreign fields 20 men and 3t 
men, with some 58 native assistants. From Mexico, Bro. Powe 
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ports that new stations bave been opened up in important places and 
that he expects soon to orgunize 10 new churches, 7 of which will be 
self-supporting from the first, and that large numbersare being received 
for baptiam, among whom are the best. people of the country. Bros. 
Taylor and Bagby report that our Missions in Brazil have suffered bitter 
persecutions, Our Missionaries haye been insulted and stoned and yet 
a great work is being done, From Africa, Bro, David writes, “See 
what the Lord bas done.” We have four chapels anb one substantial, 
beautiful church, @here are five schgols with 284 pupils and there have 
been 171 baptized and all this the result of the work of 12 years. 
Our own dear Bro. Simmons and wife. with other noble Missionaries 
are in China, faithfully toiling for the Master and the Lord 1s blessing 
them in their work. In Caba, « wonderful work is going on, under the 
leadership of Bro, A.J. Diaz. He has recently baptised more than 
100 converts, and there are 100 more awaiting bapusm, These area few 
facts of our Foreign Mission work, | Let it be remembered that the diffi- 
cultics in the way of giving the gospel to the heathen are giving way in 
un amazing degree and lwborers are offering themselves for the work, 
Our churches greatly need information about our work yn other lands 
and we recommdnd oor ministers to inform themselves and inform their 
churches, that we all may see and feel as Christ would have us do in 
this great matter, ° ‘

3- We agree that every church belonging to this body shall be entitled 
three delegates, until they number one hundred members, then one. for ev 
hundred above that number. 

4. When any church shall fail to communicate with this body for three s 
cessive meetings, it shall be considered as having withdrawn from us, and \ 
be dropped from the m nutes unless two or «more members shall request 
coptinuance, and will also engage to inquire into its standing and report 
the next annual meeting. . : 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by signifying their 
by letter and delegates, provided they be deemed scriptural.

EXECUTIVE BOARD. 

Dear DrevHren;—Your Board submits its ‘annual report It met at Oak 
Hill Oct. 29, 1887, and organized for the work of the Associational year. All 
the missionaries had been paid in full for the past year and a balance in hand 
of $3.80. ‘The Board agreed to pursue its old plan of assisting weak churches 
and of preaching the Gospel to the destitute within your bounds. Also, the 
Board promised to help Brethren Barrett, Petty, Little and Spain at school. 
Bro. J. H. Taylor was instructed to take charge of the payment of Brethren 
Little’s, Spain’s‘and Petty’s tuition in Booneville Schoool, which he did at the 
cost only ofhalftheir tuition for the time they attended. ‘The following was 
expended: Luther little, $8.30; Eddie Spain, $7.40 and John Petty, $2.60, 
Bru. Barrett was assisted to the amount of $17.50 at Bro. Taylor's schoel for 
three and a half month’s attendance. Bro. Barrett's salary was supplemented 
at Union Grove church, No. 2, $20. The church to pay her apportionment 
to missions, $2.50, which she has done. (See minutes for full report.) : 

Eid. S. D. Chapman was continued as missionary pastor at Concord church 
at a salary of $20. ‘he church to pay her apportionment, $2.50, to church 
missions, which she has comphed with,. (See Statistical Table of minutes for 
work done.) 

Eld. J. T. Killough was appoiuted missionary at Danville from March to 
November, His salary $25. He reports work done, except holding the meet- 
ing, and he has given an appointment instead. 

Elid. J.G. Archer was appointed as missionary pastor at Jacinto church at a 
salary of $8 per month of one fourth his time, His report shows 196 miles 
traveled, 29 sermons, six prayer meeting talks apd 40 religious visits. He 
held a meeting of one week, assisted by J. H. Taylor. His salary and assis- 
tant’s, $66. (See table of minute for further report.) This church is ata 
good schoul presided over by Bro. J. O. Looney and her outlook is promising. 

Eld. St. Clair Lawretice was employed through J. W. Burress, a member 
of Board, to hold a meeting at Cacy Creek. He had a good meeting and or- 
ganized a church, This is a good neighborhood and the prospect is favora- 
ble for a self-sustaining church in the near future. His salary is a 

Eld. J. C. Hughes was employed througo Bro. J. H. Taylor, a member of 
Board, to labor at New Lebanon. He preached regularly from May to Nov. 
He reports two conversions. His salary was $10, : 


Eld. T. F. Archer was allowed $6 for work done at Short Creek. 

The Board also appropriated $5 to Bro. Cornelius Dugger for books and 
stationery in Iuka Normal Institute. He is a licentiate of promise and Prof. 
Dean gives him his tuition. 

Your Board rejoices to report all missionaries paid in full and balance duly 
paid over to Convention Board to be applied to the several objects fostered

Your committee who was asked at the last meeting of this body to wre a 
short history of Burnsville and Farmington churches, beg leave to report the 
following as all they have been able to obtain: The Burnsville church was 
organized in 1843, under the name of the Yellow Creek Baptist church. The 
members entering into the organization were brethren Wm. S Smith, Richard 
Nance, Wm, B, Fielder, aed sisters Margaret Smith, Elizabeth Brunson, Mary 
McCoy, Lucinda Mosier, Charlotte Nance and Lucinda Moody. The Presbe- 
tery consisted of Elders J. M Griffin and J Vanhoos. Letters being presented 
and the usual ceremonies performed, the church was declared organized and 
ready to transact business pertaining to church work. ‘The records having 
been lost, nothing of its statistics can be given from 1843 until 1860, when 
the war destroyed all their church property and preaching ceased until after 
the war. ‘The church has had at different times the pastoral services of Eld’s 
Griffith, Robinson, Lowrey. Skinner,Gardner, Wheelock, Seward, Willet, Tay- 
lor, Harris, Henderson, Gray and at present W L Skinner. The member: 
ship has gone up in numbers from gto 220 and back down again to 47, the 
present membership. ‘They have at times been full of faith and good works 
and at others they have gone for long periods without preaching: or observing 
the ordinances of the Lord’s house; but with faith in the promises of God 
and a mind to work and the leadership of Elder Skinner, let us hope and pray 
that there may be a bright future for them and that many More noble men 
and women may go forth from there to glorify God and bless humanity.
